At the 
general election which followed, 
the Conservatives were swept out 
of power by a conservative elvc- 
torate and Mr. Brewster, who at 
one time had been the only Lib- 
eral member of the Legislature, 
was called upon to form a gov- 
ernment.

Rebel Headquarters 


News was brought to Carlton 
that the rebels were in possession 
of Duck Lake where they had 
looted the store managed by Sto- 
bart & Co., by Hilliard Mitchell 
and had made it their headquar- 
ters. Major Crozier wished to 
instantly march upon the rebels, 
and Mr. MacKay represented to 
him that this would be danger- 
ous, because the _half-breeds 
knew the country thoroughly; 
there was plenty of shelter for 
them, and they could shoot down 
| the police without exposing them- 
|}selves. Major Crozier was de- 
termined, however, to act and 
only agreed to delay long enough 
to enable MacKay himself to go 


induce the rebels to disband. 
MacKay set out on his danger- 
ous mission at night, and in the 
early morning rode into the 
pickets of the half-breeds, a short 
|distance from Duck Lake. 


He was at onc stopped, but on 


|recognizing him the Metis greet-

Saskatchewan. 
Captured By Dumont 


They were considerably im- 
pressed when Gabriel Dumont 
rode up. He instantly ordered 
Mr. MacKay to be silent, declar- 
ing that negotiations could only 
be carried on with the half-breeds 
through their leaders. 


Mr. MacKay said: ‘‘Gabriel, | 
am not afraid of you, nor of Riel 
either. I have come here to have 
a friendly talk with my old

been their friend.”

His Life Saved 
A short time afterwards some 
of the old buffalo hunters who 
were guarding him, made ar- 
rangements for him to escape, 
and he mounted his horse and re- 
turned to Carlton. 


A Rash Move 


When he arrived at Carlton, 
Major Crozier was just pulling 
out of the gates of the fort to at- 
tack the rebels. Mr. MacKay 
urged upon him the futility of 
such a proceeding. He said the 
rebels were in force, and that 
with the number of police and 
volunteers Crozier had under his 
command, he could not hope to 
prevail against them. 

Major Crozier, however, was 
deaf to Mr. MacKay's represen- 
tations and the order was given 
to march. As the last sleigh 
pulled out from Carlton Mr. 
|MacKay leaped from _ his tired 
horse and jumped on the vehicle. 


The First Shots 


lay

Major Crozier encountered 
the rebels about a mile and a half 
from Duck Lake. He arranged 
to parley with them and very 
courageously went out to. meet 
their leaders. In the meantime 
somebody fired a shot, and 
shooting became general in the 
buih. 

The half-breeds were on their 
native heath and were well con- 
cealed. They and: they Indian 
allies poured a murderous fire on 
the police, and troopers and 
Prince Albert volunteers fell. 

Major Crozier, too late, real- 
ized the futility of his course His 
only hope and safety was to 
| withdraw his men and the order 
was given to retire. The police 
and volunteers were moved off 
|in good order and Mr. MacKay 
was the last man to leave the 
scene of the battle.

A Good Shot 


As Major Crozier was reform- 
jing his men, Mr. MacKay saw 
Gabriel Dumont in a bunch of 
| wolf willows taking steady aim 
jat the police officer. With the 
|Mr. MacKay brought his rifle to 
|his shoulder and took a snap shot 
lat the rebel chief. He thought 
he had killed him because Du- 
mont instantly fell, but it was 
subsequently learned that the bul- 


/even then hurrying soldiers to the Jet only furrowed along his head. 


However, it had inflicted ‘a suf- 
ficient wound to prevent him 
from taking any further active 
{part in the battle. Probably ow- 
jing to this casualty to their lead- 
er, the half-breeds refrained from 
pursuit, although there is little 
| doubt they could easily have wip- 
ed out the little police force.

Furthermore it was nec- 
essary that the volunteers 
should return to Prince Albert to 
protect their families and prop- 
erty. It was decided to evacuate 
Carlton and fall back upon Prince 
Albert. The ferce was hardly 
outside the gates when the place 


was in flames. It is understood 
that this fire was accidental. 


The Country Aroused 

The news of the rebels’ suc- 
cess at Duck Lake spread like 
wildfire through the country. Big 
Bear's Indians at Fort Pit, took; 
the war path and other tribes 
joined the rebels. Several  set- 
tlers were murdered by the In- 
dians, although to do the Metis 
justice, they were merciful and 
temperate in the way in which 
they waged war. Throughout a 
large section of the country the 
settlers, telegraph operators, In- 
dian department employees had 
to fly for their lives to the Mount- 
ed Police forts at Prince Albert, 
Battleford, Fort Saskatchewan 
and Edmonton. 


Help Coming 

In the meantime, troops were 
being hurried from the east as 
rapidly as possible, but the C.P. 
R. along the north shore of Lake 
Superior had not yet been com- 
pleted, and troops had to pass on 
foot along long intervals where 
the track had not then been laid. 
General Middleton, however, 
with some of the Winnipeg vol- 
unteers had arrived in the Sas- 
katchewan and he gave orders 
that the Mounted Police were to 
confine their energies to holding 


Prince Albert. 


Alberta In Danger 

In the meantime the settlers in 
Alberta were in a state of alarm. 

The Blackfeet, easily the most 
formidable of all the Indians on 
the plains were showing signs of 
unrest. They had plenty of hors- 
es, were well armed and brave 
and enterprising, and had they 
joined the revolt nothing could 
have saved the settlers from rob- 
bery and pillage. 

The Crees of northern Alberta 
too were showing evidence that 
they wished to take the war path; 
and it was important to rush 
troops for the protection of the 
settlers, 

Alarm was felt, particularly in 
Calgary, close to which place 
was a great many of the Black- 
feet. Major General Strange, an 
officer of considerable experience 


and high standing in the com- 
munity had a ranch not very far 
from that city. A deputation of 
the citizens urged that he should 
take charge of the situation, and 
endeavor to see what he could do 
to organize a body of volunteers, 


General Strange 

He accordingly organized a 
|troop of scout cavalry and Horne 
Guard for Calgary, and M:jor 
|Hutton, a former officer .f the 
{Canadian service organized a 
|cavalry corp, known as the Al- 
|berta Mounted Rifles.

It is understood that two members of the Union 
Government are resigning their portfolios, and 
there will, of course, be some reconstruction, but 
it is not thought that the personnel of the Cabinet 
will be very much changed. The Hon. N. W. Row- 
ell, president of the privy council, is retiring to take 
up his private practice, whilst the Hon. Martin Bur- 
rell, Minister of Customs is to become parliamen- 
tary librarian. It is understood that Mr. Rowell 
has been desirous of resigning for several months 

past. 


There were only two men in the running for the 
position of Premier—Sir Thomas White and Mr. 

It is understood that Sir Thomas was 
the premier’s choice. He is a man of great ability, 
and tact, and sustains a very handsome presence. 
He is a financier of great ability and connected 
with many companies. His acceptance of the posi- 
tion of premier would have meant a very consider-

The Farewell Of 


Which Lead To fis 
Resignation 


Ill Health Is the Cause of His 
Quitting the Political Arena 


A summary of Sir Robert Bor- 
den's address to the caucus was 
given to the press recently. In 
it the prime minister informed his 
followers that any further attempt 
on his part to carry on the oner- 
ous duties of his office would lead 
to a relapse in his health; that his 
medical advisers at best could 
only hold out hope for recovery 
after one year of complete rest, 
and that the direction of affairs of 
Canada could not properly be 
carried out by a prime minister 
who must spend the next year 
away from his duties, therefore, 
Sir Robert had reluctantly decided 
on resignation. 

The prime minister reviewed 
the history of the Union govern- 
ment from its formation, and 
through the trying years of the 
war. The Canadian people in 
1917 had elected the Union gov- 
jernment. The chief purpose for 
which that government was form- 


ed was the successful prosecution 
of the war. 


Work Done 


That supreme purpose had 
been abundantly accomplished, 
and the Canadian forces were 
maintained inthe field upto ar- 
mistice day, at complete strength 
and highest efficiency. The answer 
of the Canadian people in 1917, 
Sir Robert stated, had gone like 
a trumpet call throughout the em- 
pire, and the world. 


= The men forming the Union 
B/government were of different 
political beliefs. When the war 
ended they had to decide whether 
= |to continue their common endeav- 
q | or or whether they should dissolve 
the association. This was the sit- 
uation when the prime minister's 
health gave way, last session, and 
he was compelled to go away un- 
til December to rest. Sir Robert 
stated that he had soon realised 
that he had not rallied effectively 
from his illness. He then placed 
himself m the hands of his medi- 
cal advisers who urged him to re- 
tire from his position.

“Under these circumstances it 
would be most unfair to the coun- 
try and to my supporters in par- 
liament if I did not relinquish as 
soon as possible the position which 
I now hold. Any difficulties con- 
sequent upon my _ retirement 
would be increased ten-fold if | 
should struggle on for a_ few 
months and then relapse into the 
| physical weakness which beset me 
last session. Perhaps | may ven- 
ture to say, even from considera- 
tion peculiar to myself, this sacri- 
fice ought not to be demanded. |

Strain of War 


“The strain imposed upon min- 
isters since August, 1914, is not 
to be measured by years. It has 
left its effects upon every mem- 
ber of the administration and not- 
ably upon myself, 


“May I add that, although the 
path of duty was not always to be 
discerned clearly, I never consci- 
ously departed from it, and I hope 
you will consider me entitled to 
an honorable discharge. I have 
the permission of His Excellency, 
the governor general, to inform 
you of my retirement in the im- 
mediate future.” 


The prime minister then expres- 
sed his gratitude to his colleagues 
and to his supporters in parlia- 
ment. The situation, he declared, 
was full of cheer; the position of 
the government was. steadily 
strengthened until today the party 
was more united, vigorous and de- 
termined than ever before. There 
was plenty of material within the 
party for the formation of a new 
administration. The party had 
suffered from lack of necessary 
work and reasonable activity out- 
side the walls of parliament. “You 
must not depend solely upon min- 
isters for this work,’’ Sir Robert 
warned his followers, ‘‘the legisla- 
tive and administrative work im- 
posed upon them is almost over- 
whelming.” 


Prospects Good 


“We have a fine working ma- 
jority in parliament,” he contin- 
ued. ‘We have a good cause and 
a good policy; we have magnifi- 
cent ability, energy and debating 
power in our ranks. There should 
be no difficulty in carrying on the 
government. All that is essential 
is to stand together in the future 
as in the past." 


As to the government policy, he 
said it had been good, they could 
agree that none among them de- 
sired tohave a cause and a 
policy; which would destroy 
the industries of this country, or 
which would reduce its laboring 
people to the conditions which 
prevailed in some other countries. 
Living conditions of a just and 
decent character must be main- 
tained. 


Sir Robert then referred briefly 
to the policy of the government 
as laid down in the statement of 
policy subsequently issued by him, 
and to the need of unity in carry- 
ing out this policy, as laid down. 


Dealing with the national rail- 
way, Sir Robert urged that it be 
never made a political football. 
Its management should be un- 
hampered by direction of political 
friends or government. ‘Above

all," he said, “there must never 
be any attempt to make our rail- 
way system a political machine or 
to use it as an agency in political 
contests.”’ 


“In conclusion the premier said: 
“I hope you all know me well 
enough to believe that I have 
spoken with perfect sincerity as 
to the reasons which enforce my 
resignation. These words of fare- 
well have not been uttered with- 
out a heart wrench. Loyal and 
true comrades, I wish you God- 
speed in the task that lies before

There is no more romantic page in all European history 
than the one that chronicles her achievements for her native 
land, and her tragic fate. 


Whatever our religious opinions may be; whether we re- 
gard her as a fanatic, or as the inspired genius of Rer country, 
we must tender her our respect and admiration. 


It was dark days for France. Philip of Burgundy had 
quarreled with the King and lent his powerful assistance to the 
English, who were over-running the country. King Charles of 
France was as yet uncrowned and he was forced to watch from 
the various refuges to which he was hunted by the English the 
slow dismemberment of his Kingdom. 


Jeanne d’ Arc was the daughter of a peasant proprietor 
of Domremy, a little village of the Vosges mountains, She is 
reported to have been extremely good looking and of exemplary 
piety. 


There was a tradition in France that the country would be 
saved by an armed virgin who would come from the marshes 
of Lorraine. It is‘ difficult to tell how much the young girl 
may have been influenced by this prophecy. There is no doubt 
however that she was of an intense and mystic disposition. 


Whilst attending her father’s flocks among the solitary de- 
files of the mountains and mediating upon the misfortunes of 
her country, she began to hear voices in the air. 


At first, during her adolescence, she did not pay atten- 
tion to them. 


As she grew to womanhood, she became very comely, and 
was importuned by many suitors. She gently rebuffed them 
all, however, and devoted much of her time to solitary prayer. 
She then became imbued with the idea that she had a mission to 
save France; and with the fervor of a religious enthusiast she 
made a journey to Vancouleurs and beseeched the Governor, 
de Baudricourt, for an introduction to Charles saying that God 
would send him aid. 


The Governor laughed at her and refused her request. 
Shortly afterwards, however, a strong army of English under 
the Earl of Salisbury invested Orleans, which was the key to 
southern France. 


She again interviewed Baudricourt and declared with great 
simplicity and impressiveness that it had been revealed to her 
that it was her mission to drive the invaders from the city of 
Orleans and to crown Charles at Reims. 


This time her extraordinary earnestness made an impres- 
sion on the Governor and he sent her, under the escort of six 


men at arms to the pitiful court which the King maintained at 
Chinon. 


Although she was not at first successful in obtaining access 
to the person of Charles, her importunity prevailed in the end, 
and she made a profound impression upon him. 


Even Kings those days were not free from faith in sooth- 
sayers, and Charles having in mind the ancient prophecy of the 
deliverance of France which was to be accomplished by a vir- 
gin, had a report made upon her chastity by a council of mat- 
rons and she was allowed to set forth with an army of 5,000 
men at arms to drive the English from the city of Orleans. 


The old chroniclers state that the enthusiasm with which 
she inspired her soldiers was extraordinary. She rode at the 
head of her army clad in mail, bearing a sword which was said 
to have been wielded by Charles Martel, an ancient Paladin of 
France, against the Saracens. She wore no helmet and the 
great cloud of her hair fell like a halo about her neck and breast- 
plate. She carried in her hand a white standard, embroidered 
with the lilies of France, having on one side the image of God, 
seated in thé clouds and holding the world in his hands, 


At the head of her force she attacked the English who 
were investing Orleans with extraordiftary skill and vigor and 
forced them to raise the siege. 


She followed the invaders up and won a notable victory at 
Patay where the English were driven beyond Loire. She then 
sent a messenger to Charles to meet her at Reims where he was 
crowned in the ancient cathedral with Joan of Arc in her coat 
of mail standing by his side. 


She was wounded in an attempt to capture Paris which it 
is said failed through the weakness of the King. Charles, how- 


ever, was not ungrateful and her family was ennobled under 
the name of Du Lis. 


Shortly afterwards at the defence of Compeigne she was 
wounded and taken prisoner. 


The King, whose country she had rescued and whom she 
had raised to the throne was apparently indifferent to her fate, 
and made no efforts to save her. 


She was sold by John of Luxembourg and Burgundy to 
the English, who delivered her over to the Inquisition for trial. 
She was publicly accused as a heretic and witch; but on making 
her submission on the scaffold she received pardon. 


She was still, howevr, a prisoner of the English who on a 
trivial excuse had her burned at the stake 


in the streets of 
Rouen. 


Whatever our opinoins may about the spiritual nature of 
the revelations which are credited to this extraordinary girl, we 
cannot with-hold from her our highest admiration for her noble, 
unselfish and patriotic conduct. Her example undoubtedly 
nerved France in a time of darkness and despair to throw off 
the foreign yoke oppressing the country, Every possible at- 
tempt was made to blemish her character, but she survived the 
ordeal without a stain. She is one of the greatest characters 
of all history.

SIR ROBERT BORDEN 


The most momentous happenings in Canada during the 
past week has been the announcement of the resignation of Sir 


Robert Borden. 


The various daily papers according to their political affili- 
ations have commented upon the resignation of the Premier, 
and: the effect that his personality has had upon affairs in 
Canada. Some of these comments have been friendly and 
others the reverse; but through it all there is a note to the ef- 
fect that he has filled the most difficult position that ever came 


to a Canadian in public life, with dignity and credit to his 


country. Q 


Sir Robert Borden does not possess the magnetism or the 
popular qualities which in Sir John Macdonald and Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier captured the imagination of their countrymen; but he 
has kept a steady level head in time of national str2ss, and his 
conduct in high office has been such that some of his most noted 
political opponents were induced to forget the rancour of faction 
and party and give him their strongest support. 


He came into power in 1911 as a Conservative. Fle de- 
feated Sir Wilfrid Laurier on the reciprocity question, and rightly, 
or wrongly, the Conservatives were elected at that time upon a 
policy of Canadian Nationalism and British Imperialism. 


It is not our function here to set forth our opinions as to 
whether reciprocity was right or wrong; but at that time the 
majority of the people of Canada were against it. 


The thunderbolt of the war changed the complexion of 
things entirely and the Premier was called upon to handle a 
situation unparallelled in the history of the Dominion. He 
early realized that the best brains of Canada should be called 
to counsel, irrespective of politics, and on the formation of 
Union Government, he gathered around him a remarkable body 
of able nad patriotic Canadian public men. 


Under him the Canadian army was mobilized and sent 
overseas, and under his tutelage Canada for the first time re- 
ceived her status as a nation. 


He was by no means the least considerable figure at the 
Peace Conference and his advice has been sought and given with 
due modesty on matters of the greatest international importance. 


It is not to be wondered at that his health broke down 
under the strain; and despite a considerable period devoted to 
recuperation he finds himself advanced in years, and unable 
‘physically to bear the burden much longer. He will retain his 


seat in Parliament and his successor will doubtless profit much 
by his advice. 


The Union Government of which he was the head has 
been severely criticised. It has made mistakes; that was un- 
avoidable; conditions were new, and there was no precedent to 
guide. The warring factions had to be reconciled, and political 
ambitions and asperities forgotten; and that Sir Robert Borden 
was able to maintain a strong Government during the war and 
for some considerable time afterwards is a wonderful tribute to 
his ability and judgment.

For years and years the vogue 
of John Wesley has not in_ its 
inception of the crucial act that 
brings a man into co-partnership 
with Christ been at all in line with 
the teaching of the Baptist church 
in either of its branches, partic- 
ular or general. Even a_broad- 
minded man like Charles Had- 
don Spurgeon guarded the point 
of departure most jealously. His 
college and all its ideas both in} 
the Old and the New Country 
must find a new “basis’’ that will 
blend with all the many phases 
of the Methodist, Presbyterian 
and Anglican churches before 
“union” can take place, for t!.e 
exploitation of the ‘Radix’ in the 
colleges will render impossible} 
the growth on the fields. 


Now sir, I have only touched 
on one point of many—that is 
taking the attention of those ‘‘con- 
servative elders’ of whom your 
correspondent speaks so lightly 
as turning down union. He has 
evidently forgotten, if he ever 
knew, the thesis that formed 
the foundation of the church of 
the “Dour John Knox’’—or per- 
haps he has also overlooked the 
cost in blood and tears that intro- 
duced the “Church of England” 
to the real men who formed her 
pioneer ministry. 


I will only add—go slowly— 
be careful of the force of tradi- 
tion, the love of ‘‘Alma Mater," 
the strength of ‘Word of God, 
before thrusting to the fore the 
commercial point of finance in 
the engineering of the ‘Kingdom 
of God."’ — Recall Simon Magus 
and leave the “‘serving of tables” 
to the men appointed thereto. 


Finally | hope that as we all 
grow up in a larger and higher 
life these great or semingly great 
questions will fade in the limbo 
of forgotten things, and on the 
higher plane to which we aspire 
we may all shake hands in eternal 
gratulation that we have at last 
learned—Our God _ doeth all 
things well.

This conven- 
tion will undoubtedly be one of the 
most important in the history of the 
association. It is being held in the 
city that may be called the birthplace 
of irrigation in Western Canada, for 
it was at Lethbridge that the first 
irrigation system in Canada was pro- 
jected. This city being now the 
centre of a great movement for irriga- 
tion extension and is well suited to be 
the scene of an irrigation convention. 

A programme of addresses that are 
instructive, helpful and interesting to 
all concerned in irrigation farming and 
those engaged in agriculture generally 
has been drawn up. One of the prin- 
!gipal discussions will- be on “Soil 
| Drifting,” a topic of much eoncern to 
farmers throughout the prairie pro- 
F. H. Auld, deputy minister 
of agriculture for Saskatchewan; J. 
Bracken, the new principal of the 
Manitoba Agricultural College; C. S. 
| Noble, of Nobleford, and others will 
take part in this discussion, 

Another matter which is of interest 
to farmers in Western Canada at the 
present time is “Silos and Ensilage.” 
Prof. G. H. Hutton, who has given con- 
siderable attention to the matter of 
erection and the growing of ensilage, 
will be one of the speakers on this 
topic. The discussion will also be 
taken up by R. J. Ferris, silo instruc- 
tor and demonstrator of the British 
Columbia Department of Agriculture, 
and others. 

“The College of Agriculture and 
Farm Engineering” will be the subject 
of an address by A. E. Howes, Dean of 
the Faculty of Agriculture of the Uni- 
versity of Alberta, and FE. N. Houston, 
assistant commissioner of irrigation, 
Department of the Interior. Mr. W. 
H. Fairfield, superintendent of the Do- 
minion Experimental Farm at Leth- 
bridge, will speak on “History and 
Progress of Irrigation Around Leth- 
bridge,” while W. A. Buchanan, M.P., 
will deal with “The Present and Future 
of Irrigation Around Lethbridge.” A 
valuable address will be given on 
“Road Crossings, Structures, Laterals 
and Farm Ditches,” by F. H. Peters, 
commissioner of irrigation, and will 
be followed up by D. W. Hays. G. 
Anderson, consulting engineer for the 
Province of Alberta, has promised a 
paper on “Irrigation Possibilities in 
Southern Alberta,” which should be 
very interesting. “The Irrigation 
Farm Home and its Surroundings” 
{should be ably dealt with by A. Griffin, 
‘superintendent Operation and Main- 
tenance of the eastern section of the 
Canadian Pacific Irrigation Block. 
“The Development of Irrigation in 
South-west Saskatchewan” will be dis- 
cussed by J. D. Wilson, 
Creek, and others.
